Israel Hits Guerrillas 


(AP) — Israeli warplanes 
thundered into Lebanon today in 
strikes against Arab guerrilla 
strongholds on the slopes of Mt. 
Hermon, the military command 
in Tel Aviv announced. 
The air attacks were reprisals 
for guerrilla shelling across the 
Israeli-Lebanese frontier, the 
spokesman said. 
It was the second 
Israeli 
combat mission since the Middle 
East cease-fire took effect at 
midnight Friday. The first, on 
Sunday, was against guerrilla 
targets in the same area. 
The two Palestinian guerrilla 
organizations that supported 
N asser’s acceptance of the

Dr. Issam Saratawi, head of 
the Action Organization or the 
Liberation of Palestine, said his 


group and the Arab Palestine 
Organization thought N asser 
would use the cease-fire 'mly as 
a tactic to advance the Arab war 
effort against Israel. 
“ But after the cease-fire went 
into effect,” Saratawai said, 
“we realized that our conclusion 
was wrong.” 
Two small guerrilla groups 
fell into line behind the major 
commando outfits after fighting 
in Jordan during the past week 
between pro and anti-Nasser 
guerrillas in which three Arabs 
were killed and 19 wounded. 
With guerrilla activity con­ 
tinuing unabated against Israel, 
12 commandos have been killed.

The 62nd National Governors 
Conference was at work on an 
agenda seeking vast new federal 
programs of aid to education, 
welfare financing and national 
health insurance. 
Those proposals were in policy 
statements drafted by a com­ 
mittee led by Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York. He

WASHINGTON — In spite of all 
the bureaucratic jargon one 
hears around the nation's 
capital, I'm still a strong 
believer in simplicity when it 
comes to communicating But I 
have become convinced that a 
little 
gobbledgook 
can 


sometimes get results where 
straight talk fails 


For instance I was talking to 


a friend 
from 
an 
African 


country His government was 
interested in controlling its 
expanding population and there 
was much literature and many 
speeches given on "birth con 
trol ' 


Birth control' was the wrong 


term to use, my friend said, 
even though it aptly described 
the program But its use all but 
killed the program and it is only 
now making a comeback under 
the name of "family planning " 


Aides to President Nixon were 


very careful not to describe his 
welfare reform plan as the 
"guaranteed 
annual income" 


plan This, they said, smacked 
of socialism in its purest form 
They said the program could 
best be sold to Congress and the 
nation by calling it the "Family 
Assistance Plan " 


S O M E T I M E S 
T H E 


bureaucratic jargon catches on, 
sometimes 
it 
doesn't 


Congressmen who favor the plan 
use the phrase suggested by the 
Nixon aides, and those who do 
not still call it the "guaranteed 
annual income plan " 


An airline executive told me 


that :n the early days of com- 
mercial 
flying, 
people were 


reluctant because they were 
afraid One thing contributing to 
this fear, he said, was airlines' 
practice or referring to 'safety 
belts" on the planes' seats 


"Good heavens" he said 


"Imagine people coming into 
the plane nervous to begin with 
and the stewardess telling them 
to 'fasten your safety belts ' We 


wised up and started ca!h"g 
them simply seat belts and now 
no one is alarmed ' 


Some words and phrases have 


fallen into disuse because they 
have a social stigma attached I 
know a fine old gentleman who 
said he d rather be known as 
diavmg "benefits for the 
elderly" than say he was 'on 
old age pension ' 


ANOTHER WORD that has 


social stigma 
attached 
is 


"puson " It conjures up all sorts 
of images — a person in black 
and white striped uniform, cell 
bars, guards Many states have 
removed the word from official 
names of their prisons They call 
them "penal institutions" or 
some other name 


In California, for instance, 


driving south on Highway 101 
from Salinas, you'll pass a large 
complex 
of buildings 
and 


grounds and see men working 
The large sign does not contain 
the word "prison ' but instead 
says "California Correctional 
Facility, Soledad " 


Recently a mayor friend was 


visiting from the West Coast and 
was speaking about some of the 
problems of his city He was 
aksed how much money the 
garbage collectors received, 
and what were their working 


conditions 


We don't have gai Dageinen 


in my city," he said 
"We 


haven't used that term in years 
But we do have Sanitation 
Depaitment employes " 


WHILE IT is not difficult to 


see why these words and 
phrases have been changed and 
softened, it might be that we in 
America have become overly 
sensitive and are forgetting 
principles 


Why should a couple be willing 


to limit the number of their 
children under the phrase of 
'family planning" and reject 
the 'dea when it is put to them as 
"birth control9" It all amounts 
to the same thing 


Why should a person find it 


easier to say he had spent time 
in a "correctional facility" 
rather than in a "prison'" And 
why should a family rather say 
it 
is 
receiving 
"family 


assistance" rather than it is "on 
welfare"7" 


As to iobs and work, I believe 


that any job that is worth doing 
should be done well and that it 
has dignity for the worker 
There should be no social stigma 
attached to the man who hauls 
away the garbage for it is an 
important job, no matter what it 
is called

The Golden gate bridge, whose 
opening 33 years ago was a

ferryboats on San Francisco 
Bay, is going into the ferry 
business 


With the first boat due to start 


runs between Sausahto and San 
Francisco sometime between 
Aug 15 and Sept 1, the bridge 
directors already getting a 
rocky lesson in marine costs 


The directors have put about 


$730 000 into the one-boat deal 


and referred to committee a 
proposal to assemble a fleet of 
fast vessels at a cost of $14 
million to $17 million 


The purpose 
is to ease 


pressure on the bridge, which at 
commuting ours is jammed with 
cars between San Framcsco and 
North Bay points 


The idea received a big boost 


last winter and spring during a 
long strike against a private 
firm which has a ferry between 
Tiburon and San Francisco

The same kind of evidence is 
generally necessary to convict 
in juvenile court as in criminal 
court. In cases where a crime 
has been committed the court 
must find that a young person is 
guilty “beyond a reasonable 
doubt.” This m easure also 
applies if a person is charged 
with violating the order of a 
juvenile court. 
However, in cases of truancy, 
or if the hearing is to determine 
if you are physically dangerous 
to the community because of a 
mental or physical disorder or if 
your persistently refuse to obey 
the reasonable and proper order 
of parents or school authorities, 
a “ preponderance of evidence” 
is all that is necessary for the 
court to make you a ward and 
place you under its jurisdiction. 
That measure applies also if the 
hearing is to determine if a 
young person is destitute, not 
provided with the necessities of 
life, or whose home is unfit 
because of “neglect, cruelty or 
depravity.” 
The allegations during the 
hearing must be of specific acts 
and must include facts with time 
dates and places. This is to 
protect the young person from 
arb itrary 
action 
by 
the 
probation officer or juvenile 
court judge who, in his opinion, 
thinks you should be a ward of 
the court but has no specific 
charges. 


The district attorney may, 
with the consent of the judge, 
participate in prosecution if you 
are represented by an attorney. 
You have the right against self 
incrimination and the right to 
confrontation 
of 
witnesses 
against you just as is required in 
criminal courts. 
For a juvenile court judge to 
determine that you should be 
held rather than released to 
your parents, he must show that 
you either violated a previous 
order of the juvenile court, are 
likely to run, or that your 
detention is a matter of im­ 
mediate and urgent necessity 
for the protection of the com­ 
munity. 
If you are detained prior to a 
hearing on any violation you 
must be kept in the juvenile hall. 
Under California law it is illegal 
for you to be kept in places like a 
county jail unless the juvenile 
court judge orders that such 
detention is necessary. 
After you are found guilty of 
an offense in juvenile court the 
judge may commit you to the 
department of mental hygiene 
for not more than 90 days if he is 
in doubt about your mental 
condition. 
That department must submit 
a report on your condition and 
their recom m endations con­ 
cerning future supervision and 
treatment. The court may also 
commit you 
to the 
youth 
authority for a 90-day ob­ 


servation period. 
The court may then place you 
on probation, commit you to the 
youth authority, place you under 
some 
supervisory 
care 
or 
release you with a reprimand. 
Any order that declares you a 
dependent child of the court 
must be reviewed at least once a 
year. When you reach 21 years 
the jurisdiction of the court 
automatically terminates unless 
you were 19 or over at the time 
you were made a ward of the 
court. In that case, the court 
may retain jurisdiction for two 
years from that date. This ap­ 
plies to men and women and the 
marriage status in no way 
terminates your wardship. 
After a young person has been 
made a ward of the court any 
person with an interest in him 
may petition the court to have 
the order set aside, modified or 
terminated. The court may or 
may not grant the petition. 
Young people have the same 
rights of appeal as do adults. 
Decisions may be appealed to 
the district or state court of 
appeals in the same manner as 
other civil or criminal cases are 
appealed from Superior Court. 
In California all appeals from 
a juvenile court take precedence 
over other cases before the 
court. Cases are also appealable 
to the U. S. Supreme Court when 
there are issues of the con­ 
stitutionality of the statutes or of 
the proceedings.

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Just One Of Many Jobs 


F a rm e rs and farm w riters have pointed out m any tim es during 
the long grape boycott led by C esar Chavez that conditions w ere not 
p articularly bad nor wages particularly low in the California 
vineyards, and that the union contract dem ands faced by the grape 
grow ers can be expected to be faced by other agricultural 
operators in the w ake of a Chavez victory. Today on this page, 
colum nist W illiam F . Buckley Jr. com m ents th at the Chavez 
victory does not m ean that all the pickers who supported the 
boycott will get higher w ages. He points out that higher wages will 
m ean higher prices for grapes, m ay m ean decreased sales, and 
consequently m ay m ean few er pickers hired. 


All of those things a re very likely true — at least in part. 
H owever, the union label is nothing new to labor, and it is predic­ 
table that grow ers will face union dem ands, C havez or no Chavez. 
M oreover, w hether the dem and for grapes falls off will be affected 
by general prosperity or recession. T here is difference of opinion 
on w hat effect raising w ages will have on that. 


The argum ent that forcing w ages up, either by law or by 
contract, will m ake few er jobs and consequently harm the w orkers 
m ore than it helps them , can and has been used in connection with 
all jobs to which it applies. That is not to say that it is wrong. No 
doubt m ore and larg er houses would be built if carpenters, elec­ 
tricians and plum bers, and loggers, truckers and m illm en received 
lower wages. They would if som e other segm ent of the economy 
kept enough money circulating to buy the houses when they w ere 
finished 


The economy of this highly industrialized nation is a very 
com plicated m atter. P erhaps no one can be sure w hat effect any 
one developm ent m ay bring. But picking grapes is just one job of 
m any. It m ay have its own peculiar problem s, but it quite probably 
shares m ost of its problem s with all other jobs. Som e m ay argue 
that unionization is not right, that strike and boycott a re not right. 
They m ay be right. But one thing m ost of us will ag ree on. We don’t 
w ant to go back to the conditions th at prevailed before there w ere 
any unions. If unions a re to be shorn of power, som ething m ust 
take their place. And if one group of w orkers can organize and 
bring econom ic pressure to force dem ands, why not another? And 
will the grape pickers be caught in any w orse w age-caused drop in 
dem and that other w orkers? We will w atch w ith interest.

al' jobs to which it applies That is not to say that it is wrong. No 
doubt more and larger houses would be built if carpenters, elec- 
tricians and plumbers, and loggers, truckers and millmen received 
lower wages They would if some o'her segment of the economy 
kept enough money circulating to buy the houses when they were 
finished 


The economy of this highly industrialized nation is a very 


complicated matter. Perhaps no one can be sure what effect any 
one development may bring. But picking grapes is just one job of 
many It may have its own peculiar problems, but it quite probably 
shares most of its problems with all other jobs. Some may argue 
that unionization is not right, that strike and boycott are not right. 
They may be right. But one thing most of us will agree on. We don't 
want to go back to the conditions that prevailed before there were 
any unions.

A Powerful Chinese

WASHINGTON - A little 


known Chinese general, Huang 
Yuang-sheng, is emerging as 
the most powerful man in 
Communist China and the 
eventual successor to Mao Tse 
tung. 


Huang's name has seldom 


been mentioned outside of in- 
telligence reports But he runs 
the People's Liberation Army 
which, in turn, seems to be 
running China 
Military men 


have taken over key posts 
throughout 
the 
central, 


provincial and local govern- 
ments Half of the all-powerful 
Politburo, for example, came 
out of the army 


In 1969, in line with the army's 


power, Defense Minister Lin 
Piao was written into the 
Constitution by Mao as his legal 
successor 
With Lin ailing, 


however, the rise of Huang, 62, 
to the top could come swiftly 


Of course outsiders can never 


be sure what's going on behind 
the inscrutable Chinese dragon 
mask 
But 
the U. S 
has 


developed a thorough dredging 
operation which has produced 
reasonably reliable intelligence 


Tall 
towers 
in Okinawa 


monitor 
just 
about every 


broadcast and telecast out of 
mainland 
China 
In 
the 


backrooms of the American 
consulate in Hong Kong, 30 to 40 
specialists read the broadcast 
digests, 
newspapers 
and 


t e c h n i c a l 
p u b l i c a t i o n s 


prodigiously. Every promising 
refugee who slips across the 
border into Hong Kong is in- 
terviewed in depth 


For a while, a man from the 


consulate even watched the pig 
shipments thai came across the 
border from Red China into 
Hong Kong. He could tell from 
his pig count which mainland 
cities were too strife-torn to 
export pork. 


Detailed aerial photos, air 


samplings 
and 
electronic 


soundings bring in other secret 
intelligence. From all this, 
experts piece together the 
Chinese puzzle. Sometimes the 
pieces don't fit, but usually the 
U. S. gets the picture. 


Here are the latest highlights: 


ARMY TAKES OVER 


The army has gradually 


suppressed 
the 
cultural 


revolution and put trusted of- 
ficers in control of the govern- 
ment machinery 
They ad- 


minister most of the provinces 
through "revolutionary com- 
mittees " They 
have also 


stepped into most 
of the 


vacancies left by purged civilian 
officials The military command 
'has seemed more interested in 
ending the chaos than in 
acquiring political power. But 
the result has been to make 
Huang Yuang-sheng, the army 
chief, enormously powerful 


The menacing Soviet build-up 


on the border has compelled the 
powers in Peking to turn to the 
army — a development that has 
additionally strengthened 
Huang's 
hand. 
He 
has 


demanded political stability if 
China is to meet the threat Out 
of the settling-down process has 
come a new stability which the 
army both enforces and ad- 
ministers. 


The Soviet threat has also 


forced Huang to shift massive 
forces from the south to the 
north 
This has reduced the 


Chinese military pressure upon 
Southeast Asia For years, the 
Red Chinese have been building 
a network of military roads that 
point like daggers at Vietnam, 
Laos, Thailand, Burma, and the 
Himalayan states of Bhutan, 
Nepal and Assam While the 
activity on these roads hasn't 
halted, it has abated 


Meanwhile, the containment 


of China, the great U S ob- 
jective in the 1960s, is becoming 
more of a Soviet problem 


ANSWER TO HEINEMAN 


Ben Hememan, the tycoon 


who runs the vast Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad, has 
issued a statement challenging 
our report that he depleted the 
railway's assets to start a 
conglomerate ar<d that, in the 
process, allowed the railway to 
deteriorate 


We pointed out that Hememan 


used $34 million of the railway's 
funds in 1965 to start a diver- 
sification program that led to 
the creation of Northwest In- 
dustries, a holding company 
which now owns the railroad and 
a host of other companies. 


Meanwhile, the railroad's 


accident rate has doubled since 
1964. Its rate of derailments 
caused by bad track has also 
doubled and the amount of 
freight damage has shot up 
sharply Heineman is now trying 
to sell the troubled line to its 
employes 


In response to these facts, 


Heineman said this" "Contrary 
to Anderson's contention. North- 
west Industries has actually 
sustained the railroad and kept 
it afloat. It is not the other way 
around. Not one cent of assets 
has been diverted from the 
railroad to its parent company." 


What 
Heineman says is 


correct; indeed it is the point of 
our story. We reported not that 
the holding company .vas living 
off the railroad, but that the 
diversification program was 
begun with railroad money 
badly needed to upgrade ser- 
vice. 


Heineman's statement that 


the parent company is "keeping 
the railroad afloat" confirms 
our report that the Chicago & 
Northwestern is in bad shape. 


But the real issue, which his, 


statement avoided, is whether 
he should have pumped the $34 
million back into the railroad in 
1965 instead of using it to go 
shopping for two chemical 
companies. 


In view of what happened to 


the Penn Central under similar 
circumstances, this issue is of 
major concern. Railroads, after 
all, are public utilities and their 
officers have an obligation to 
assure that their management 
serves the public interest. 


We think the record is clear 


that Heineman has failed the 
public badly And we think this 
is borne out by the fact that he is 
now trying to sell the railroad 
while keeping the chemical 
companies which the railroad's 
money bought five years ago 


Footnote: This column has 


sought repeatedly to reach 
Hememan for comment on his 
management of the railroad. He 
has refused to return our calls

than glad tidings that the grape- 
pickers in Southern California 
will be earning 20 per cent more 
than they earned before. But of 
course there are those who will 
remind 
themselves 
that 


economics doesn't work that 
way, else — for instance — we 
would send Cesar Chavez to 
India, to call for a general strike 
because, over there, the hourly 
pay of a Ph.D is less than the 
hourly pay of a grape-picker in 
Southern California. 


The emotional difficulty wim 


any discussion in this area is 
obvious If it is established that 
the hourly pay of the grape- 
picker in Southern California is 
say $1 67, the temptation is to 
say that so insufficient a wage 
ought not to be condoned 
But 


the free market does not dispose 
of moral judgments. 
The 


question has been whether a) 
vou permit migrant workers, 
many of whom come in from 
Mexico, to continue to work at a 
once which is acceptable to 
employer and employees, or b) 
vou simply forbid said wosken, 
to come ui to work at wages we 
consider to be too low 


The 
trouble with siding 


automatically with the ap- 
parently benevolent side of this 
argument is simply this 
if the 


price of labor is raised, by 
political pressures, say by 50 per 
cent then of course the extra 
cost is passed along to the grape 
buyers 
Since the desire for 


grapes is not inflexible, u 
follows that there will be those 
who reject the new price, and 
their rejection will mean, ac- 
cording to the terms of the 
economic 
argument, 
very 


simply 
fewer grapes sold, 


fewer migratory workers hired. 


2 But even if in the long run 


the grape-pickers lose, v"u h;.ve 
to hand it to Cesar Chavc/, who

in 


everybody you ever heard of not 
to buy California grapes. 
In- 


deed, 
non-Cahforma-grape- 


eating was indisputably 
the 


single most important thing that 
a lot of people, primarily 
eastern seaboard blue bloods, 
were able to manage during 
1969—1970. 


Mr Chavez's campaign was 


effective, reaching even to the 
airlines, although their boycott 
was less than candid. TWA — 
for instance — reported through 
a vice president to one inquirer 
last May that although it 
theoretically isn't proper for an 
airline to take sides on a 
political controversy, "We were 
well aware that this is a case 
where, in effect, one can take 
sides by inaction as well as 
action." The solution? " . . W e 
had decided to remove fruit 
baskets from our domestic 
flights on June 15th We will 
substitute a so-called Fruit Bowl 
au Kirsch; grapes will not be 
utilized in this concoction." 


A few weeks later another vice 


president of TWA wrote to a 
different inquirer, "I 
ap- 


preciate this opportunity to 
discuss the reports which ap- 
peared in the press to the effect 
that TWA was 'boycotting' 
grapes 
The change which 


apparently gave rise to this 
erroneous 
and unfortunate 


report involved, among other 
things, the substitution of a so- 
called Fruit Bowl au Kirsch for 
a fresh fruit tray which we had 
been offering under the previous 
menu. The recipe for this fruit 
bowl was developed in an effort 
to make the dish taste good, that 
was the only criterion used in its 
development. The fruit tray for 
which it substituted included, m 
addition to grapes, things like 
oranges, apples, pears, and 
bananas." 


So that, depending on what 


you want to hear, official A 
says' 
we're cutting down on 


grapes, because if we use grapes 
we are in effect siding with the 
pro-grape people, and official B 
of the same company says. 
You'te crazy if you think our 
non-grape position has anything 
to do with Cesar Chavez

Neswiacheny could have 


avoided service in Vietnam. On 
April 24 his brother Myron, 31, a 
major, was shot to death as he 
leaped from a helicopter in 
Vietnam. 
Under 
military 


regulations, the last surviving 
son in a family which suffers 
combat deaths is excused from 
war zone duty if he requests it. 


But 
Neswiacheny 
didn't 


request an exemption. And 
Kathy, living with her mother 
here, has become one of the 
thousands of waiting wives." 


"Any 
Army wife has to learn 


the Army is always going to 
come first, ahead of a wife and 
child. Once you accept that, you 
learn to accept everything that 
goes with it." 


Neswiacheny was born a 


displaced person in a German 
refugee 
camp. 
He 
was 


graduated from West Point 
where he was captain of the 1967 
Army football team. 


"My husband is a soldier," 


says Mrs. Neswiacheny. "He 
had been trained for four years 
at West Point and two years at 
Ranger School, jump school and 
as a troop commander in 
Germany for the real test of a 
soldier, a tour in a combat zone. 


"I didn't ask him not to go, as 


much as I would have liked to 
because I know if he didn't go 
because of that (his brother's 
death) he'd feel he was shirking 
and feel no good to himself or 
anyone else." 


Mrs. Neswiacheny continued, 


"Bud wrote the epitaph for 
Myron and part of it said, 
"Myron believed it was worth 
his life, what he was fighting for. 
He didn't die in vain.' 


"But I think they are dying in 


vain unless our war can win 
peace. . . Peace always seems 
like the unreachable star— 
every place, it seems, there is 
always war. 


"It is so ironic to be killing 


people for peace. . . I'm not a 
hippie. I know what we're 
fighting for and if my 17-year- 
old brother said he was going to 
dodge the draft, I'd punch him in 
the nose. 


"But with all those loss of life, 


you'd think there'd be some 
more humane way people could 
work it out. I wish to God the 
peace negotiators could finish it. 
"I don't want Tami to grow up 
to be one of the waiting wives."

They had asked for release of 


150 political prisoners, which the 
Uruguayan

refused.

SALINAS, Calif. (AP) — A 
farm labor strike hit the world's 
largest strawberry farm today 


A thousand workers Monday 
walked off the 1,200 acres 
planted in strawberries by Pic n’ 
Pac Corp. in the Salinas Valley, 
scene of a jurisdictional fight 
between the Teamsters Union 
and Cesar Chavez’ United Farm 
Workers Organizing Committee 


When the workers left the 
fields Monday and gathered for 
a strike vote, Chavez advised 
them against striking now. He 
suggested 
continuing 
to 
organize against the Teamsters, 
who recently signed a contract 
with half the major growers in 
the valley to represent their 
workers. 
It was an argument Chavez 
had used successfully Sunday at 
Watsonville, 15 miles north of 
here, to avert a strike against 
another major grower. 
But here the workers voted to 
strike anyway, emphasizing the 
usual UFWOC policy of non­ 
violence.
